Specifically, Applicant has added limitations, including in the base claim, to specific ave. molecular weight ranges for which the 
invention - a silagogue of polyglutamic acid must now fall within. The originally presented claims containined no limitations to any 
weight range for which the prior art of record would have had to have been searched to determine novelty/unobviousness thereof. 

Had Applicant added this new subject matter to a claim marked (NEW), the claim simply would have been withdrawn as subject 
matter outside the scope of the originally filed/searched subject matter and continued with the review of any close not so comprising. 
However, since Applicant has amended the examined claims, including the base claims, therewith, this is not an option. 

If the weight ranges of the product are deemed essential/material to the present invention or to overcoming the prior art of record, 
Applicant may wish to consider the filing of a continuation.
